ALLIED HEADQUART- 
ERS, Australia, Oct. 1—(CP) 
—Australian troops were re- 
ported driving steadily up the 
southern slopes of New,Guin- 
ea’s Owen Stanley mountains 
today in pursuit of retreating 
Japanese forces after recap- 
turing Nauro yesterday in a 
swift 10-mile advance from 
Ioribaiwa Ridge. 

An Allied communique an- 
houncing the advance said the 
Japanese were abandoning addi- 
tional supplies and equipment as 
they fell back and an Allied 
spokesman said there was no 
doubt their withdrawal was hur- 
ried, 

Strong formations of Allied at- 
tack bombers, escorted by fighters, 
were reported harrying the enemy 
supply lines in the vicinity of Men- 
ari, about four miles north of 
Nauro, where it was believed the 
Japanese might attempt to make a/| 
stand along a ridge offering defen- 
sive possibilities, 

LITTLE OPPOSITION 

The advance apparently. was ne- 
gctiated with comparatively little 
opposition, for the communique 
said there had been no contact with 
the retreating main body of the en- 
emy forces. It was the first time 
Allied headquarters had used the 
phrase “main body” in referring to 
the Japanese retreat. 

Allied heavy bombers continued 
to pound Buna, main Japanese 
coastal base 78 miles northeast of 
Nauro, and the intermediate depot 
of Kokoda. 

Heavy demolition bombs also 
were dropped on both ends of 
Wairopi bridge, spanning the | 
deep gorge of the Kumasi river 
on the enemy’s vital supply line. 

Other Allied air formations at- 

tacked Japanese bases in the north- 
ern Solomons, scoring many direct 
hits on the Buin airdrome on 
Bougainville Island and bombing 
the airfield and supply dumps ‘on 
nearby Buka.

Stalin’s namesake city frankly 
pictured it as in the “most de- 
cisive moment” of its trial as an 
increasing weight of Axis troops 
and machines was thrown into 
the fight. 

The counter-offensive strokes on 
the wings of the constricted front 
evidently were designed to wipe 
out or offset a new wedge driven 
into the northwestern flank by a 
fresh German tank division, as re- 
ported in the Kremlin's midnight 
communique. 


REDS GET RESERVES 

Even with the arrival of that 
division and two fresh infantry 
divisions, the Germans seemed un- 
able to deal the decisive blow. At 
the same time Volga boatmen were 
keeping communications open 
across the river, bringing up Rus- 
sian reserves under fierce German 
air attacks.

Fuehrer Sends Peace Feelers to Poles

LONDON, Oct. 1,—(BUP)—A 
Polish government spokesman as- 
serted today that Adolf Hitler 
had made two recent attempts to 
contact the Poles’ government- 
in-exile, apparently as a prelim- 
inary step toward a negotiated 
peace, 

Both efforts failing, the spokes- 
man said, it was understood that 
Hitl@r had sent emissaries to the 
Vatican in an effort to obtain the 
Pope's intervention. 

He said Hitler sent one of the 


most important German officials to 
Lisbon to confer with Polish of- 
ticials there, but the Poles refused 


to receive the envoy. Later a Hun- 
garian was sent, but he also failed. 

The spokesman reiterated Po- 
land's determination to fight until 
the Nazis were completely defeat- 
ed, emphasizing that Hitler had 
treated Poland more viciously than

any other country, killing hundreds 
of thousands of Polish men, wo- 
men and children,

Just ‘Disappear’

LONDON, Oct. 1,—(BUP)—At 
least 2,500,000 persons have dis- 
appeared during the three-year 
reign of Nazi terror in Poland 
and almost half of them were put 
to death by firina squads, hang- 
men and other executioners, a 
spokesman of the 
Polish govern- 
ment - in - exile 
said today. 
He said 
Jews and 400,000 
Poles have been 
killed by the Nazis 
and that reports to 
the Polish govern- 
ment confirmed 
that tens of thous- 
ands have died of 
starvation 

In the Warsaw Ghetto alone, the 
spokesman said, 50,000 Jews have 
starved in the past eight months. 
The Nazi terror has only served 
to increase resistance and during 
the past three months occupation | 
authorities sent 1,200 Polish reserve 
oficers to concentration camps in 
an effort to break opposition, he 
said. 


OTHERS RESISTING 

Reports reaching London also 
told of continued resistance in 
other occupied countries. 

In Belgium, reports reaching the 
Belgium government here said, 
widespread sabotage and anti-Nazi 
demonstrations were highlighted by 
a fire which destroyed an important 
asphalt factory at Assche, north- 
west of Brussels 

In Greece, protest strikes which 
lasted six days were staged in 
Athens and the capital's port of 
Piraeus after German and Italian 
occupation authorities seized the 
Greek harvest, reports from Cairo 
said, Telegraph and telephone 
communications between the two 
cities were cut between Sept. 10- 
16, 

Occupation authorities retaliated 
by arresting 800 Greeks and trans- 
porting half of them to Aegean Is- 
lands, the reports said. The Ger- 
mans also were said to have taken 
2.000 hostages throughout Greece in 
reprisal for a recent bombing of 
Gestapo headquarters in Athens, 

In Albania, reports from Istan- 
bul said, almost 100 Italian troops, 
including elite Blackshirts, were 
killed when guerillas ambushed a 
motor convoy, 


PROGRAM REVEALED 

The Polish spokesman said his 
government had obtained confiden- 
tial Nazi documents which revealed 
a vast German program to exterm- 
inate Poland's entire Jewish popu- 
lation. The documents reportedly 
contained the following four orders 
from Heinrich Himmler, Gestapo 
chief: 

1—Liquidate all 
organizations. 

2-—Liquidate the Ghettos (set up 
hy the Nazis since their occupation | 
of Poland in Sept., 1939), 

S—Crush illegal trade 
4—Supply another 1,00,000 work- 
ers for German factories. 

“A wave of terror is sweeping 
Poland unprecedented in the an- 
nals of the world’s history,” the 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the Polish 
underground movement had sent a | 
message to Gen. Wladislaw Sikor- | 
sky, Polish premier, asserting that 
a systematic Nazi plan to extermin- 
ate the Polish nation “threatens the 
Polish intellectual class with com- 
plete annihilation.”

“barbarous and bestial enemy,” 
essentially because they would not 
admit it when he thought they were 
licked. 

BUCKS UP NAZIS 

Typical, too, was his tearing down 
of the enemy’s prestige and build- 
ing up of the home folks’, his 
ridiculing of United Nations’ leader- 
ship, equipment, and production, 
his bucking up of the Nazi home 
and battle fronts which he said 
(and it's doubtless true) are in- 
dissolubly knit together. 

The speech contained relatively 
little brimstone invective and rant- 
ing fury; the tendency was more 
to irony; nor did it contain the 
usual tiresome review of history. 

Hitler speeches are difficult for 
most foreigners and many Germans 
to understand, and a lot of mean- 
ings are often wished into them.

Trucks, it is said, have traversed the 
Alaska highway from end to end.

First Things First 


Hitherto the motorist in the prairie 
provinces has had the best of the deal in 
gasoline rationing. He has been able to 
get five gallons for each four obtainable 
by a driver in British Columbia, Ontario 
or Quebec while in the Maritimes a unit 
meant only three, 

There is no mystery as to why the 
unit here has now been cut from five gal- 
lons to four. The west draws part of its 
supplies from eastern refineries and crude 
oil is not reaching these in any larger 
quantities. But the western demand has 
increased. Farmers have been using much 
gasoline in their harvesting operations, 
and the war needs to the northwest are 
growing. 

There could be no more compelling rea- 
sons, and none for which the motorist 
would more willingly curtail his driving. 
The big crop is more important than joy- 
riding; and to run the Japs out of Alaska 
and keep them away from this continent 
is more important than either. Munitions 
must be kept moving, the warplanes fly- 
ing and the warships sailing, though every 
civilian car on the prairies had to be left 
with an empty tank.

Giving It Back 

No speaker or writer has jolted the 
Nazi nerves more deliberately, persistent- 
ly, or successfully than Prime Minister 
Churchill. When he said “speculation” 
about a second front was undesirable he 
did not mean that the talk should cease, 
but that it should not be specific in guess- 
ing when, where and how the front would 
be established. 

It is one thing to keep the enemy in 
lively expectation that a blow is coming, 
but quite another thing to give him a hint 
as to the direction, the time, or the manner 
of its coming. The Axis and occupied coun- 
tries of Europe make up a sizable area, 
with a total coast line thousands of miles 
long. There are almost numberless points 
where an attack might be made. It is for 
the enemy to guess where it will be made, 
and the more guessing he has to do about 
it the more widely his defence forces must 
be scattered—and the thinner they must 
be at all danger points. 

The barrage of second-front talk has 
gone a considerable way to achieve one 
purpose of an immediate attack. It has 
held and is holding hundreds of thousands 
of Nazi troops along the coasts of the At- 
lantic and the North Sea who otherwise 
would be fighting in Russia, and masses of 
reserves behind them as well. It has been 
estimated that 20 divisions are garrison- 
ing occupied France alone, And these are 
not second or third line troops only, for 
resisting the kind of an invasion that 
threatens is a job for first line forces. 

There are plenty of other indications, 
in the daily news despatches, that it is the 
enemy who is now on the receiving end of 
the “war of nerves”. And now and then 
an indication that he is reacting in the de- 
sired way.

His Annual Report 


A year ago Herr Hitler told a select 
audience of trusties at the Spor 
that Russia had been crushed and would 
never rise again. He came back to the 
rostrum yesterday to plead that the battle 
of this summer against this supposedly 
destroyed enemy had accomplished some- 
thing; but mainly to say that he will be 
able to keep the territory he has over-run. 

Substract the promise and the boast- 
ing from the speech and there is not much 
left from which even Nazis could extract 
confidence, much less Germans who ob- 
serve facts as they are and not through an 
obscuring haze of self-deception, 

What the speech made clear was that 
the prediction of last year had admitted- 
ly miscarried, that the “crushed” Red 
army is still intact and fighting as vigor- 
ously as ever, and that there is nothing 
final and conclusive in the gains of ter- 
ritory that have been made in recent 
months at such frightful expenditure of 
German blood, 

The fighting line has been extended to 
the Black Sea and the Volga—where the 
battling must now go on under circum- 
stances even more difficult than those of 


palasl 
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six months ago. That, if they care to 
think it over, is what Herr Hitler told his 
hearers as to the outcome of his bloody 
summer’s campaign against the down- 
and-out Russians. 

Of the other theatres of war he natur- 
ally had little to say, since there was not | 
much that could be said that would be | 
likely to restore the Hitier prestige and | 
stimulate the morale of the long-suffering | 
people who entrusted their fate to his 
keeping. Outside Russia the man of 
“intuitions” has nothing to show for his 
third summer of war. 

Among those who listened to this re- 
sume of the events of the summer were 
ten thousand wounded German soldiers. 
They were “exhibits’’ whose presence must 
have engaged the attention of the other 
hearers and stirred their thoughts. 

No building in Germany is big enough 
to contain the men who have come back 
from the eastern fighting line crippled. 
Their comrades who died would fill a 
cemetery larger than Berlin, That the 
man responsible for these horrors suc- 
ceeded in diverting the attention of his 
audience—and of the larger radio audience 
—from the terrible facts is not probable. 
—V. 

London says, with tactful brevity but 
sufficient emphasis, that the Berlin claim 
to have sunk American troop transports 
in the Atlantic was “quite untrue”. Herr 
Hitler’s cheer-up specialists seem to be 
working over-time these days. The home 
front must be ae need of bolstering. 

Perhaps no person in Edmonton has 
been buying sugar on canning vouchers, 
and then using it otherwise.

We can order and 
scold and punish, but we cannot 
make a child chew food and swal- 
low it, or go to the toilet at our 
command, or talk if he wishes to be 


™mn short, these are the ordinary 


themselves as individuals. These 
are the easy ways !n which they 
can be victorious over us. Obvi- 
ously, then, these are the subjects 


Mrs. F. K. L. says her 21-inonth- 
old boy will not chew any food ex- 
cept crackers, cookies or toast. “He 
will chew and chew on a piece of 
meat.” she writes, “and then spit it 
out. He wants me to feed him and 
if I don’t he refuses to eat. He 
does not seem to be hungry though 
his weight is pretty good.” 

If he can chew one food he can 
chew another. The reason for his 
refusal to eat meat may lie in the | 
difficulty he has masticating the 
meat to a point where it is easy 
to swallow, 

Meat for children should be cut 
in very tiny cubes, or else chopped 
or ground for them. Only a small 
portion should go on the plate—for 


large portions discourage them. 
They can have more if they so 
desire. 


As for being fed by you, that is, 
a habit of your own making. Meals | 
go down more swiftly if the mother | 
helps and it is a temptatian to | 
shove in a spoonful every so often | 


the family is through. Mothers ab- | 
hor the messiness of the self-feed- 
ing child and are angry if milk is 
spilled or food is thrown on the 
floor, For their own convenience 
they continue to feed their children 
long past the age when the child 
could get along beautifully if he 
had some daily practice. | 

Mothers must expect that chil- 
dren will get tired easily when they 
have to feed themselves and so an 
occasional spoonful given toward 
the end of the meal is necessary. | 
But, if children are put in their 
high-chairs and fastened there 
firmly (sometimes a_ tea-towel | 
around under theirarms and tied | 
behind the chair is needed to keep | 
them sitting down); if they have | 


scolds or punishes them when food 
falls on the floor or all over their 
bibs, they will in time become ef- 
ficient self-feeders. | 

This should be done with your | 
boy. He is old enough to hold his | 
own cup and manage his own spoon 
and when he finds that hunger is | 
the penalty of his refusal, he'll find 
a way to get the food into his 
mouth, even if he must use his 
hands. And he'll swallow it, too.

WITH THE CANADIAN ARMY OVERSHAS, Oct. 1— 
(BUP)—I picked myself a place directly across the table, 
facing Lt.-Gen, Henry Duncan Crerar, D.S.O., Corps Com- 
mander, at the mess dinner he gave to us visiting newsmen. 
I saw him eat soup. There is a saying that you never really 
know a man until you have seen him at this particular act of

1 didn’t go'to see Crerar eat his | 
soup. | went there to study the 
man himself, and to ask him two 
particular questions: 

1—How do so many of your 
senior officers look so young? 


Crerar’s answer: The average age 
of Lt.-Colonels in the Canadian 
army has dropped from 39 to 32 
years since the war began. 

2—It has been said in some 
quarters in Canada that a French- 
Canadian officer has no chance for 
higher promotion unless he knows |

tion? 

Crerar’s answer: We are looking | 
for French-Canadian officers wher- 
ever we can get them. They are | 
eager, clever and afraid of nothing. | 


REMEMBERS NAMES | 
Gen. Crerar meets you in a 


round of introductions, and comes | 


back later to call you by name. His | 
profile is sharply chiseled, with a 
Grecian nose; his eyes have an elu- 
sive quality of looking gentle at | 
one moment, stern at the next, de- 
pending how the light strikes him. 

He is a perfect host, for he 
makes you feel he is a fellow- 
guest with you. He is democratic, 
and lieutenants talk to him with 
the same easy access as briga- 
diers, His voice is modulated.
